REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art neither 



discloses nor teaches a steering column, as claimed, wherein first and second shaft parts can be 
disconnected and moved to another position without axial movement between the two shafts. 
Peterson et al. discloses two shaft portions that have to shde axially to be disconnected.
